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SUMMARY

H.R. 1070would authorizethe Environmental Protection Agency (EPA), inconjunctionwith
nonfederal sponsors, to carry out projects aimed at cleaning up certain areas of the Great
L akes where contamination has settled into sediments at the bottom of the lakes. The hill
would authorizethe appropriation of $250 million over the 2003-2007 period to EPA for that
purpose. In addition, the bill would authorize the appropriation of $10 million over the
five-year period for EPA to conduct research on the development and use of innovative
methods for cleaning up the Great L akes.

Assuming appropriation of the specified amounts, CBO estimates that implementing this
legislation would cost $223 million over the 2003-2007 period. Enacting H.R. 1070 would
not affect direct spending or recei pts; therefore, pay-as-you-go procedures would not apply.

H.R. 1070 contains no intergovernmental or private-sector mandates as defined in the
Unfunded Mandates Reform Act (UMRA) and would impose no costs on state, local, or
tribal governments. This bill would benefit Great Lakes states by authorizing the
appropriation of $250 million over the next five yearsfor grantsto conduct projectsthat lead
to remediation of sediment contamination in areas in the Great Lakes.

ESTIMATED COST TO THE FEDERAL GOVERNMENT

CBO estimates that implementing the bill would cost $223 million over the 2003-2007
period, assuming appropriation of the amounts authorized for each year. Those estimated
outlaysarebased on historical patternsfor similar activities. Theestimated budgetary impact
of H.R. 1070isshowninthefollowing table.
